And at the next Page, adds, that it was dreſſed up, 
and adorn'd by the ſaid Conſtantine, and bis Aa- 
ther Helen, and laſtiy by others amongſt the. Faith= 
full, or Chriſtians. And henee I ſuppoſe came the 
Miſtake of the Compoſer of this Hymn, who 
thought that becauſe — Tomb was deck d out in 
later Times, it muſt have been ſo from the Begin 
ning; but this, You ſee, is a falſe Concluſion, and 
therefore the Paſſage ought to be correted, 

P. 123, That Chriſ fell often when bearing bis 
Groſe i is an exceptionable Paſſage, becauſe it is by 
no means clear that He did fall in his Way to Gate 
vary. I know indeed that the Papiſts have a Tra- 
dition a ſt them that he fell thrice, but You 
need not be reminded of the Uncertainty: of Tradi- 
tion in Affairs of this Sort, To this We may add 
that there is ſomething improbable in the Story;
